Railroad Official Answers 

Questions at Board of 

Trade Luncheon. 



PLAZA TO BE CLEARED 



Memorial Day Is Celebrated in 

Appropriate Fashion by Borough 



Parking and freight problems 
were taken up Monday by the Nar- 
berth Board of Trade in a luncheon 
meeting which extended well into 
the afternoon. 

R. P. Russell, Pennsylvania Rail- 
road official, with two other Pennsy 
men interested in freight move- 
ments, were guests at the meeting, 
prepared to discuss a subject much 
on the minds of the business men — 
Narberth's freight facilities. 

The situation has arisen since the 
abolishment of the local freight of- 
fice, with delivery transferred to 
Wynnewood and Ardmore. When 
the change was given the Board of 
Trade's O. K., the business men 
claim, the railroad promises to pro- 
vide facilities at Wynnewood. 

Complaints have been received, 
however, that trips must be made 
to Ardmore, instead of Wynne- 
wood, to collect the incoming mat- 
ter and to make shipments. This 
has brought forth criticism in sev- 
eral recent meetings of the Board 
of Trade. 

Mr. Russell, questioned about the 
matter, stated that the freight user 
could choose either station for the 
receipt of his goods by notifying 
the agent at Ardmore. It developed 
in the course of the questioning, 
however, that there is no freight 
agent at Wynnewood, and that 
packages would be left unlocked in 
a shed at the station. 

The removal of the station from 
Narberth, Mr. Russell claimed, was 
caused by the fact that business 
was too small in the less than-car- 
load class of shipments, to warrant 
the expense of the station. A num- 
ber of other stations on the Main 
Line were also discontinued, he 
said. 

The ever-recurrent question, 
"When is Narberth going to get a 
new station?" was answered by the 
equally recurrent question mark. 
Mr. Russell admitted that, despite 
the enormous "deadhead" traffic, 
Narberth station had the largest 
ticket sale west of Philadelphia. 

Parking, a topic brought to the 
fore by the recent police tag cru- 
sade, was laid aside until a plan 
could be worked out. The Pennsy 
is clearing up the plaza on the south 
side formed by the removal of the 
freight tracks, and when this is 
completed, a large parking space 
will be provided for train users now 
leaving their cars in the business 
section. 

This additional space, it is hoped, 
will relieve some of the congestion 
on Haverford avenue. The mer- 
chants were also urged to keep their 
own cars away from Haverford 
avenue as much as possible, so as to 
make parking easier for customers.

Narberth celebrated Memorial 
Day Wednesday with a parade, 
speeches and the laying of the 
cornerstone of the rebuilt Bor- 
ough Hall.

Bills for Narberth Borough will 
not be mailed out by Tax Collector 
Edwin P. Dold until later in the 
summer. 

Treasurer Hess believes he can 
have his first batch of bills, those 
for real estate, in the mails within 
30 days, and spent half of the 
Wednesday holiday in his office 
making plans for accomplishment 
of this. If he succeeds, these slips 
will be mailed 15 days earlier than 
last year, when they got out on 
July 15. 

As soon as the property bills are 
out of the way the work will begin) 
on the occupational tax and school 
per capita or "personal" tax bills. 
These will be ready for mailing 
30 days after the property bills go 
out. 

It is estimated that a total of 
37,000 tax slips, which is an in- 
crease of about 5000 over last year, 
will be made out this year. A big 
part of the increase is caused by 
the sub-division of large tracts of 
land into smaller pieces — and the 
sale of these. 

Lower Merion is divided into 
five districts for assessing and col- 
lection of taxes. There are (1) 
the Bryn Mawr-Haverford-Rose- 
mont district: (2) the Ardmore 
district, which includes North, 
South and West Ardmore as well 
as Wynnewood ; (3) the Bala- 
Cynwyd-Merion district ; (4) Pen- 
coyd district and (5) Gladwyne 
district. 

Notices that duplicate books for 
these districts are now on hand 
and that taxes are payable will be 
posted shortly by Treasurer Hess 
in the post offices and other places 
in the township. The township 
code requires that notices to this 
effect be posted in at least 10 
;ublic places in the township. 

While the taxes are due now, 
taxpayers need not pay them until 
September and October. The pen- 
alty dates are September 15 for 
township and county taxes and 
October 1 for the school taxes. 



cowardly, but we can have a re- 
spectable peace." 

There are several schools of 
thought, represented by militar- 
ists, jingoists and preparedness 
advocates, said the speaker. Of 
these, the militarists believe that 
peace is dependent upon the pos- 
fession of armed forces larger 
than those of any other nation. 

The jingoists are constantly 
urging aggression, hunting trouble 
and advocating strong measures 
instead of conciliation. The school 
of preparedness, Mr. Frye said, 
believes in the Citizens' Military 
Training Camps, in the naval re- 
serve and in education for imme- 
diate defense. The speaker, an 
ex-service man. sees no harm to 
world peace in this idea. 

Praise for Secretary of State 
Kellog's recent peace pact notes 
to foreign powers was em- 
phasized. Only France and Italy 
have hedged on the proposal to 
outlaw war as a means to settle 
disputes. 

"War never settles anything," 
said the speaker. "It leaves a de- 
sire for revenge with the loser, 
and the victor pays too great a 
price. Another war is unthink- 
able — it would men annihilation 
in view of the advances in death- 
dealing inventions. Probably it 
would result in the destruction of 
civilization."

LIBRARY INSTALLS 

TELEPHONE 

Is Added Convenience for Community 

Building— Number Is Narberth 2498. 

A coin box telephone has been in- 
stalled in the Narberth Library. The 
need of a telephone instrument there 
has been apparent for some time, and 
with the increasing use of the other 
rooms of the same building by the 
public, Fire Chief Noel had been heard 
to remark that he would feel a little 
better about it if there were easy 
means of calling the fire department 
in case of need. 

The library recognized the demand 
and desired to meet it, but could not 
afford to divert the money necessary 
for a rental instrument from the pur- 
chase of books and the maintenance 
of strictly library service. This prob- 
lem was solved when a friend of the 
library, who is also a member t>( the 
telephone organization, stated that he 
thought the Telephone Company 
would be willing to install a coin box 
instrument free of charge, because of 
the revenue which would be likely to 
result in such a public building. He 
proved to be correct, and the Telephone 
Company promptly installed the in- 
strument. 

This means that the library and the 



community building can be reached 
from the outside by calling Narberth 
2498; but that all calls originating there 
will have to be paid in advance. As 
the telephone instrument is in the li- 
brary room, it would not usually be 
possibly to put through outside calls, 
except when the library is open, which 
is every afternoon, except Saturday and 
Sunday, from 3 to 5 o'clock; on Tues- 
day and Thursday mornings, from 10 
to 12, and on Friday nights, from 7 to 
9 o'clock.
